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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the abstract should appear on a 
separate sheet of paper. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sawano et al 
(U.S. Patent Number 6,142,625). Although Sawano et al fails to expUcitly teach a method for 
determining an ophthalmic lens for a wearer, Sawano et al does teach a ophthalmic lens having a 
near vision region (Figure 1, element 12) and a distant vision region (Figure 1, element 14) 
wherein each vision correcting region has an optical power for correction of astigmatism 
(column 10, lines 1-6) as claimed in independent claims 1 and 9 and dependent claim 8. Sawano 
et al also teaches a target prescription in the near and far vision regions (column 2, line 59 - 
column 3, line 5) as claimed in dependent claims 4 and 5, and corrects astigmatism as a function 
of a principal meridian (column 10, lines 1-24) as claimed in dependent claims 6 and 7. It should 
also be noted that the broad recitation of "optimization" without and detailed structure is not 
patentably distinguishable over the prior art as it is naturally inherit to optimize the performance 
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or quality of a given invention. It should also be noted that measurement of astigmatism as being 
measured in a reference frame linked to the eye and in binocular vision, as claimed in dependent 
claims 2 and 3, are very well known in the art and do not render the instant invention patentably 
distinct over the prior art. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art at the time the invention was made to use the lens having far and near vision regions with 
astigmatism correction as taught by Sawano et al to develop a method of determining an 
ophthalmic lens for a wearer for optimization.
